Taber- 
nacle (150 by 250 feet) rests upon the walls: without anyother, support. .The 
granite Temple, when completed, will be surpassed. by no building inthe west- 
ern hemisphere, in solidity, or appropriate and {beautiful anchitectyre. The 
organ, built entirely by the Mormons, is second in size to only one in the. United 
States, and is excelled by none in tone or beauty. Many private dwellings are 
handsome, and ens are models ofjtaste and, culture.? Everywhere there are 
indications of and neatness and comfort. The people of the United States 
are under obligations to the Mormons. They have made Salt Lake Valley, once 
@ desert, a garden. One can hardly (repress(a feeling of admiration for their 

| courage, patience, and power of endurance, which they displayed in their march 
(the most wonderful of which there is a record) from Missouri over the trackless 
desert; with their wives and little ones, the aged, the sick and the infirm, in 
search of a home where they could enjoy, without molestation, the faith they , 
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| had embraced. They have opened and improved a region which, but for them, 
would have been neglected. They have brought to the country many thousands 
of industrious, peaceable, and skilful people, and added largely to its wealth. 
Good judges and honest officials should be sent them, and in other respects the 
Federal government should let them severely alone. Their history will afford

I do not utter the language of prejudice, nor treat lightly or derisively the 
Mormon people or their faith. No matter how much I difter from them in be- 
lief, nor how widely they differ from the American people in matters of religion, 
yet testing them and it by a standard which the world recognizes as just, that is, 
what they gave practised and what they have accomplished, and they deserve 
higher consideration than ever has been accorded to them. Industry, frugality, 

* temperance, honesty, and in every respect but one, obedience to law, are with 
them the common practices of life.

I have said this much in commendation of your citizens, because I 
love sobriety, chastity and uprightness among any people, and I find your citi- 
zens, a8 a@ Class, possess more practical Christianity in many things, than any

The lessons taught 
by these hardy Mormon pioneers could be profitably acted upon by hundreds 
of laboring men throughout the country, who are.at best eking out precarious

_ Utah Territory is without a territorial or county debt. It contains one of 
the most beautiful cities of its age and size on the continent. The police and in- 


] 
| visible on every side. As a generalfrule all towns and ste i their parallels, 
but Salt Lake City is an exception toall, and in hardly ¢nything resembles 
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ternal regulations of the city and Territory are the best, perliaps, in the divilized 
world. The traffic in spirituous liquors is inder the complete control and sub- 
ordination of the city and territorial authorities. Inthe city of Salt Lake in- 
toxication is scarcely ever seen among the Gentiles, much less if ever among the 
Mormons. Gambling and houses of ill-fame are not tolerated, and are scarcely 
known. Its school system is unsurpassed in its adaptation to the wants of the 
masses. Innocent amusements are established under the sanction and authori- 
ty of the Mormon Church in the city, and in all the larger towns in the Terri- 
tory, in which the aged and the young participate regularly, and thereby develop 
the physical system, enlarge the mental faculties, and improve the social and 
moral qualities. They afford a rich retreat for all, and desirable places for the 
young to spend their leisure hours with pleasure and profit, and thus prevent 
the contracting of habits of visiting dens of infamy, whisky saloons and places 
of doubtful repute. 

It is now proposed to turn Utah over to Nevada to try the process of ab- 
sorption. In lessons of legislativeand official economy the annexation would 
prove a great acquisition to Nevada, and while we acknowledge the high compli- 
ment paid to Nevada by Congress, your Committee can but express an opinion ad- 
versely tothe scheme of annexation. The chances are that instead of absorbing 
polygamy we would be absorbed. Polygamy is one of the tenets of the Mormon 
Church, and they believe as much in its divinity, and as religiously hold sacred its 
obligations, as any othér of the denominations of professed Christians do the dis- 
cipline, rites, ceremonig¢s and ordinances of their churches, However much we 
may dissent from the doctrine of polygamy in the abstract or concrete, Congress, 
nor Nevada, nor any other power, should set itself or its opinion up asa standard of 
morality for any church, community or people, in our Territories cr elsewhere. 
Errors in religious faith not consonant with the teachings of the Gospel, need no hu- 
man enactment to eradicatethem. The true solution of this question willbe found 
in the admission of Utah into the Union asa sovereign State. The Gentile would 
then come into more immediate contact wifh the institution, and its divinity or 
deformity will become patent to the heart and intellect of the outside world, and 
the mutual and friendly contest for supremacy by,the intellectual, moral and reli- 
gious forces upon either side, will destroy it by attrition or establish its divine 
origin. In either event, Congress and Nevada, and the rest of mankind, while 
looking upon the conflict as anxious spectators, ought to be satisfied with the 
final result. 

Your Committee therefore recommend the adoption of the follo@ing réas- 
lution, to-wit— 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Senate the annexation of Utah to 


Nevada ought not to be affected.

We care but little about the Mormon tenets, but it is not hard to believe 
they are quite as liberal and progressive in their religious views as other denomi- 
nations with which we are familiar. As a people they have established an en- 
viable reputation for industry and perseverance; their work in Utah, during 
the last quarter of a century, is the proudest monument these people could erect 
to their progress in agriculture, education and the various sciences. We stand 
in want of a few colonies of just such a people in New Mexico. 


“A Gentile in Utah,” from the Sparta Herald— 

I have lately received several clippings from the Sparta (Wisconsin) 
Herald, which evince such a disparaging estimate of the moral integrity of the 
Mormon residents of Utah, as to induce me to believe you are very erroneously 
informed in regard to their character. But as my nephew, who sent me your arti- 
cles, requests me not to blame you for the unfriendly criticism, I am encouraged 
to send you a few lines, giving the experience and observation of a non-sectarian 
resident of Utah since August 12, 1874. 

I am especially desirous that the truth only be promulgated among my 
former friends, I am forced to confess that on the arrival of myself and family 
in Utah, our minds were equally biased by the popular prejudices which so en- 
slaved the minds of the people in the States. Hence I am rather disposed to ex, 
cuse than to blame strangers for misunderstanding the Mormon character. 


} 
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Crossing the extensive desert wastes between the Mississippi and the Rocky 
Mountains, in a wagon, with a family of nine persons, and with a very slender 
pocket-book, we were well fitted to appreciate the disinterested kindness of the 
much-evil-spoken-of followers of Joseph{]Smith. Upon passing the territorial 
line between Wyoming and 'Utah, my wife observed: ‘ Well, now we are.in 
Utah; if we get out of Utah {with whole bodies, then we can go anywhere.” 
But we were very agreeably disappointed in our preconceived estimate of Utah 
character. 

One of your articles states that ‘‘the Saints, in 1845, determined to emi- 
grate beyond the Rocky Mountains,” and that “the ‘Mormons,’ since then, have 
had only a‘nominal regard for the supreme authority of the United States.” 

Now the plain truth is the Mormons emigrated because compelled by mob 
violence to sign altreaty to vacate tlhe soil of the United States; they were neces- 
sitated to go, compelled to abandon their houses and farms, their gardens and 
orchards, and their magnificent temple, even before it was fully completed. _ 

On the 4th of February, 1846, the first emigrants crossed the ice-bound 
Mississippi, and fhat night nine children were born in the Mormon camps, in 
sight of their beautiful city of Nauvoo. Now is it consistent with reason fo infer 
that a civilized people would voluntarily isolate themselves from all the endear- 
ments of comfortable homes in mid-winter, under such circumstances? 

Leaving their persecutors behind, they journeyed on westward until they ; 
reached the eastern shore of the Missouri River, now known as Council Bluffs, 
Iowa. It was here, surrounded by all those cruel trials incident to their expul- 
sion into that frontier wilderness,’,with the treacherous savages annoying them, 
that the tyrannical demand was made by the national government for 500 able 
bodied men to perform military duty in the Mexican war. This stroke of 
vindictive malice, was set in motion by Thos. H. Benton, Senator 
of Missouri, who conspired thereby to destroy the detested “‘Mormon hier- 
archy,’’ which was the finality devoutly prayed for by the slave-ocratic border 
ruffians, whom he sought thereby to compliment. It was intended that the In- 
dians would prey on the remaining Mormons in camp. Brigham Young, detect- 
ing the intent, instructed his men that, although their just quota, as citizens 
of the United States, would be only one and one-half man in proportion to that 
required of the whole union, it,was the ‘will’ of God for them to enlist.” He 
‘‘prophesied”’ that not a man should fall in’ battle, that the storm of war would 
all clear away before them as they advanced if they would be sober, attend to 
their prayers, be obedient to the orders of their official superiors and faithfully 
discharge all their known duties to each other and to God. "These prophecies 
happened to be most happily verified. 

In April, 1847, 140 men and 3 women formed the pioneer party, with Brig- 
ham Young at their head, started from near Omaha,' Nebraska, and on July 24, 
1847, arrived in the Valley of the Great Salt Lake, and founded the Mormon 
_ metropolis and political capital of Utah, then a barren wilderness of wild sage 

and saleratus, but now the most beautiful and attractive collection of public and 
private buildings, inhabited by 25,000 people, of fruit and shade trees, of com- 
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merce and wealth, of convenience and luxuries that can be met with on the face 
of the earth. 

Here, upon arrival, the banished exiled Mormon refugees unfurled to the 
breeze the flag of their native country—the ‘stars and stripes—six months and 
eight days before Mexico ceded the country to the United States. ‘They took 
Mexican soit and held it for the Union.’’ Does such conduct evince the characters 
of rebels and@ traitors, or a people who Sein sate 4 for the 
supreme authority of the United States?”’ | 

The Mormon Battalion crossed the plains via Santa Fe, New Mexico; they 
crossed the Colorado Desert, 90 miles, without a drop of water, and arrived at 
San Diego, California, in time to re-enforce the military strength of John C. 
Fremont, so as to deter Great Britain from attempting to seize that productive 


region.

I have lately,travelled up and down Carson Valley several times,and have 
geen many Mormon settlements. I enquired of the many Americans about this 
valley as to their opinion of the Mormons. I invariably received the reply: ‘“‘An 
honest, hard working people, highly respected among us.”’ I also asked Sheriff 
Supton, of Genoa, as to their standing. He said: “‘Mr. Sewell, these people 
never give me any. trouble; no criminals amongst them, IfI had to depend for 
my living on going after Mormon ‘criminals I should have to close my shanty 
and move on somewhere else.’”’ I am glad also to see my views of the Mormon 
people corroborated in Prescott, Arizona. 

Since I left Salt Lake I have visited London, Paris, Germany, Peru, Chili, 
Buenos Ayres, and Brazil. I have invariably given the Mormons the ‘best 
character, as an industrious, honest, hard working people, having few vices. This 
has been my testimony to bishops, clergymen and persons of high standing. If 
every ecclesiastic in America and England would influence as many persons to 
keep out of vice as the Mormon Church has done, we would require few jails. 
Drink is the curse of humanity and it is on the increase everywhere except 


among the Mormons. 
I have met many Salt Lakers of 1871 here. They deplore that they had 


_ to leave the Territory, and all invariably speak = of the Mormon people. My 


conviction is that those who are in the habit of running them down are either 


office seekers or apostates. I have not yet met any square Gentile doing this.

However objectionable polygamy may appear to some, we think that some 
hesitation should be shown before any one assumes that the primary object of 
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the entire Mormon policy has been to pander to the baser passions of mankind. 
Through such a lever alone, we do not believe that Joseph Smith or Brigham 
Young could have raised the faith of thousands to a height that has enabled 
them to endure all things—hunger, thirst, toil, want and bitter persecution; to 
journey half-clothed and bare-footed over trackless, arid plains, and through — 
rugged passes, and fo plant themselves finally, despite an Indian foe, in the cen- 
tre of the American continent. Far more reasonable is it to suppose that the 
mass of Mormons do believe in a spiritual side to polygamy.

Although of modern date, Mormonism has realized marvelous fruits, so 
far at least as social and political economy are concerned. Utah grew up into 
flourishing cities, free from the social vices that contaminate and destroy socie- 
ties in Europe, while poverty, the blight of monarchial countries, entered not its 
gates. The Mormons are also remarkable for industry, thrift and the virtues 
which most adorn a people; this fact is the more remarkable, as a large por- 
tion of the Mormon community originally belonged to the British Isles—people 
who sought to better their condition by fleeing from a country where the toiler 
may toil and the rich and knaves only prosper. Now, although the aristocracy 
detest the Mormon, yet how they cling lovingly to the Turk, whose system of 
concubinage is revolting and gross. But the Turk is an aristocrat, while the 
Mormon is a decided democrat. Hence “society” fondles one who it knows to 
be a rogue and ruffian, whilst it denounces the other, albeit an honest man. 
Brigham Young could, at all events, boast that there is not a pauper or prosti- 
tute in the Territory he practically governed. Is there a monarch that can do 
the same?

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Even their polygamy is not without its compensation, for by it, social im- 
morality is totally repressed. It is not known in Salt Lake City, except where the 
Gentiles live; as it is not known in Constantinople, except in the Christian sec- 
tion of the city. Asa general rule the Mormons are an upright, moral people. 
They are a8 much so in Salt Lake, in all their intercourse, as we are in 
Boston. 


Dr. Adonis, a non-“Mormon,” on camp reminiscences on the plains, 
in the San Francisco Herald, writes— 

How joyful it seemed in those rough old times when the captain of the ox 
train sang out, ‘“‘Boys, we will camp here to-night.”” And how strange, and how 
solemn it seemed when the traveller came upon a Mormon train, camped for the 
night, and heard the Elders and the converts, en route for the valleys of Utah, 
sing praises to God for all His goodness. Too, they danced by the light of the 
moon, the red and rosy cheeked girls from old England, from Wales, Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden leaning on the arms of ‘Mormon boys,’ and wheeling 
about amid some open spot in the sage brush to the tune of lively airs. Before 
dancing and afterwards prayers were offered up. Yes, we well remember all 
those sights and scenes, for we were fortunately fated to enjoy them. What a 
deeply interesting volume could be written about life on the plains. 


Bishop D. 8. Tuttle—now and for years past, an Episcopal clergy- 
man in Salt Lake City—in a lecture on “Mormonism,” publishes | in the 
New York Sun, November, 1877, held these views— 


In Salt Lake City alone there are over 17,000 Latter-day Saints. Now, who 
are they? I will tell you, and I think, that after I have concluded, you will look 
on them more favorably than you have been accustomed todo. Springing from 
the centre of your own State (N. Y.) in 1830, they drifted slowly westward until 
they finally rested in the Basin of the Great Salt Lake. I know that the people 
of tne east have obtained the most unfavorable opinion of thera, and have judged 
them unjustly. They have many traits that are worthy of admiration, and they 
believe with a fervent faith that their religion is a direct revelation from God. 
We of the east are accustomed to look upon the Mormons as either a licentious, 
arrogant or rebellious mob, bent only on defying the United States government 
and deriding the faith of the Christians. This is not so. I know them to be 
honest, faithful, prayerful workers: and earnest in their faith that Heaven will 
bless the church of Latter-day Saints. Another strong and admirable feature in 
the Mormon religion is the tenacious and efficient organization. They follow 
with the greatest care all the forms of the old church. 


General Thomas L. Kane, of Penna., says— 
I have given you in terms the opinion my four years’ experience has en- 


abled me to form of the Mormons, preferring to force you to deduce it for your- 
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selves from the facts. But I will add that I have not heard a single charge made 
against them as a community—against their habitual purity of life, their willing 
integrity, their toleration of religious differences of opinion, their regard for the

perished on the desert, or have been killed by merciless savag«s. ; 


In a late visit of Governor Safford, of Arizona, to a “‘ Mormon” 
colony on the Little Colorado, he writes— 


We were kindly received by the colonists, numbering some 400 souls, who 
made us welcome and gave us freely of such comforts as they had, as this peo- 
ple do to all strangers who come among thenr. Every one works with a will. 
They have no drones, and the work they have accomplished in so short a time 
is truly wonderful. All concede that we need an energetic, industrious, econo- 
mical and self relying people to subdue and bring into use the vast unproduc- 
tive landsof Arizona. These Mormons fill every one of the above requirements. 
Tea, coffee, tobacco and spirituous liquors they do not use. They are spoken of 
by those living nearest to them as the kindest of neighbors, and all strangers re- 
ceive a hearty welcome among them. They have a splendid robust looking lot 
of children and are very desirous of having schools.

The same courtesies, including facilities for sepulchre, are always 
shown to-all Christian sects and Jews, by the “Mormons,” without charge. 


The following named clergymen are pnly a few of the many 
Methodist and other ministers who have preached to very large and at- 
tentive audiences in our great Tabernacle: Bishop Kingsley, Ohio; Rev.

All believe that license will be granted by the leaders 
in order to advance their sacred cause,and the result is an immense support 
from those friends of immorality and architects of disorder who care nothing for 
the cause, but everything for the license. These constitute a nucleus of re- 
formers and a mass of ruffians, a centre of zealots and a circumference of 
plunderers. The dramsbhop interest hopes to escape the Mormon tax of 300 $ per 
month by sustaining a judge who will enjoin a collection of the tax, and the 
prostitutes persuade their patrons to support judges who will interfere by habeas 
corpus with any practical enforcement of municipal ordinances. Every interest 
of industry is disastrously affected by this unholy alliance; every right of the 
citizen is threatened if not assailed by this ungodly combination. 

Your local magistrates are successfully defied, your local laws are disre- 
garded, your municipal ordinances aye trampled into the mire, theft and mur- 
der walk through your streets without detection, drunkards howl their orgies 
in the shadow of your altars; the glareand tumult of drinking saloons, the 
glitter of gambling hells, and the painted flaunt of the bawd plying her trade, 
now vex the repose of streets, which beforetime heard no sound to disturb their 
quiet save the busy hum of industry, the clatter of trade, and the musical 
tinkle of mountain streams. In prosecuting Mormons the prosecution have 
tried their cases beforehand on the streets, in the newspapers, by public meet- 


ings, by petitions, and over the telegraph wires, by means of their leading ad-. 


viser, the Salt Lake agent of the Associated Press. There is no evidence so base 
or worthless but is sufficient to indict a Mormon upon; there is no evidence suf- 


- ficiently damning to indict a man who would swear against a Mormon. Insup- 


port of these statements a volume of details of acts of injustice and tyranny 
might be compiled from the official records. One instance willsuffice. Brigham 
Young, an American citizen of character, of wealth, of enterprise; an old man 
who justly possesses the love and confidence of his people, and the respect of 
those who know and comprehend him, has been sent to prison upon the uncor- 


roborated oath of one of the most remarkable scoundrels that any age has pro- 


duced, a man known to infamy as William A. Hickinan, a human butcher, by 
the side of whom all malefactors of history are angels; a creature who, accord- 
ing to his own published statement, is a camp follower without enthusiasm, a 
bravo without passion, a murderer without motive, an assassin without hatred. 
The religious and secular leaders of Utah, men who are respected by 
many honest, earnest people who are not of their faith, men who are believed 
to be innocent by many influential and independent journals not of their way 
of thinking, men who are held fast in the embrace of a hundred thousand 
hearts, men who have filled the land with monuments of industry and 
progress and human happiness, are likely to be sacrificed because a manu- 


factured and unjust public sentiment demands their conviction. 
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I say deliberately that with the history of the past behind me, with the 
signs of the present before me; I say with sorrow and humiliation that the Mor- 
mon charged with crime who now walks into the courts of his country goes not 
to his deliverance, but to his doom; that the Mormon who in a civil action seeks 


- his rights in the courts of his country goes not to his redress, but his spoliation. 


The Mormons have been joined each year by a few desperate outcasts, men who 
were outlawed for crime as the Mormons were outlawed for religion. Such 
men followed the tide of Mormon immigration; they attached themselves to 
Mormon trains; they professed belief in the Mormon faith and devotion to the 
Mormon leaders. It was impossible to know their histories, it was impossible 
to fathom their motives. They were given food, given shelter, given employ- 
ment, although seldom trusted. Let such men be tempted by assured prom- 
ises and they will swear their crimes upon others whose lives and hearts 
contrast with theirs as the white snow contrasts with the mire it covers. How 
many such men are there in Utah? Convicted liars, professional thieves, con- 
fessed assassins, trembling perjurers, who have hung for years upon the out- 
skirts of the little societies which gathered together and built themselves up 
amid these mountain fastnesses. One such man has served to accuse and 
caused to be imprisoned several of your most honored citizens. Half a dozen 
such, instigated by cowardice and avarice, with savage hearts filled with a lust. 
of rapine, would crowd every jail in the Territory. . 

The Mormon people are judged abroad, not by their thousands of deeds of 
charity and kindness, but by a few deeds of blood unjustly accredited to their 
leaders. You will never hear how tens of thousands of people have been 
brought from famine and hopeless toil to lives of peace and plenty, of the 
thousands of passing emigrants who have been fed and sheltered and succored. 

Your antagonist is hydra-headed and hundred-armed. Whether by 
bigoted judges, by packed juries, by partizan officers, by Puritan missionaries, 


_ by iron limbed laws, by armies from abroad, or by foes and defections at home, 


the assault is continuous and unrelenting, though unprovoked. 

Now, in order to preserve the thrift, the industry,the wealth, the progress, 
the temperate life, the virtues of Utah from spoliation and devastation and ruin; 
in order to save a hundred noble pioneer citizens and this honest, earnest, 
calumniated people from outlawry, or the gibbet, or incarceration, you must have 
a State government. Every other refuge of good men, every other protection 
of innocent men is closed in your faces. A State government means juries im- 
partially selected from all citizens, and judges chosen by a majority of the peo- 
ple, and officers of your own selection; it means honest, economical govern- 
ment; it means peace and security, and exemption from persecution. 


The characters of many of the officers sent to Utah, by ex-Presi- 
dent Grant, became so notoriously bad that he was forced to recall some 
forty-five of them, during his eight years’ presidency. These were gover- 
nors, secretaries, judges, land officers, district attorneys, marshals, special 
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mail agents, etc.* Not over seven per cent. of the population of Utah 
are non-“Mormons,” and yet this seven per cent. hold nearly every posi- 
tion of influence and money. They have the Governor, with absolute 


Receiver, Surveyor-General, Clerks of Courts, Commissioners, many of 
the Notaries, principal Post Offices, Mail Contractors, Postal Agents, 
U. S. Revenue Assessors and Collectors, Superintendent of Indian Affairs, 
Indian Agencies, Indian Supplies, Armies and Army Contracts, Express 
Companies, Railroads, Telegraph Lines, Associated Press Agencies, half 
the Jurors, (in law, but over,$ and always the foreman in practice,) some 
County Court and Probateships, Custodian of the Penitentiary, etc., and 
yet they are not satisfied! These offices aggregate an annual patronage 
exceeding half a million dollars. | 

To show the farcical view taken .of court proceedings in Utah, 
by local thinking men, when’ Mayor Wells, on the oath of a confessed 
murderer, was sent to the military garrison to await trial for murder, he 
was esteemed so guiltless by the General commanding that he not only 
| made him his guest, but invariably asked him to say grace at table/ 


The following is from the Deseret Evening News, Dec. 18, 1877— 


It must be understood that this Territory presents a peculiar condition of 
affairs. The very large majority of the people here are of the class vulgarly 
_ called “Mormons,” while a small minority, less than one-tenth of the popula- 
__ tion, are commonly denominated “Gentiles.” A portion of the latter class are 
arrayed in direct and vowed antagonism against the former, and seek their 
overthrow as well as the complete control of the Territory and all its affairs. As 
the jury law now stands,'each class has the chance of equal numbers in the 
juries that may be empanelled. Passing by the injustice of giving the same 
number to this;}small minority as the great majority receive, what can be 
thought of a bill that contemplates giving the whole panel to the few to the en- 
tire exclusion of the many? 

This arrangement is called by its promoters “a proper jury law.’’ That 
is, a law to enable a few persons who are hostilé to a large number to try as 
many of the latter as they chovse, for high crimes and misdemeanors, before a 
jury chosen specially from the avowed enemies of the accused. Can anything 
be more opposed to the spirit of American institutions, to the letter of the Con-

It is stated that a “‘Mormon” jury will not convict a ‘‘Mormon”’ of crime. 
The records of all the courts in Utah, Justice’s, Probate, and District, will show 
that ‘‘Mormon”’ juries, so called, have convicted ‘‘Mormons’”’ of crime, whenever 
the evidence was sufficient; that in civil cases when and “Gentiles” 
were parties to suits, ‘‘Mormon’”’ juries have rendered verdicts against those of | 
ij their own faith and in favor of the opposite parties. Fhe facts are matter of rec- | 
) ord and can be easily substantiated. 
| | True, it may appear that more “‘Gentiles’”’ than ‘‘Mormons”’ have been con- 
| victed of crime in Utah. Bnt when the truth is made clear this will speak to the 
| praise of the ‘“‘Mormon” people. They are naturally a law-abiding people. 
Their religion inculcates obedience tolaw. They are proverbially honest, peace- 
able, industrious and domestic. The other class have principally been adven- 
turers. A few honcrable ‘Gentile’ gentlemen and ladies have dwelt here from 
time to time since the early settlement of the Territory. Latterly more of them | 
have made their homes amongst us, because of increased openings for legitimate 
business; but the bulk of the non-“‘Mormon”’ class who have passed through or 
; ‘ sojourned in Utah have been reckless, roving persons of the kind which makes 
trouble in all newly settled localities. Naturally they have figured in the crimi- 
| nal courts far more largely than the quiet, permanent settlers. 


R. N. Baskin, ex-U. S. Prosecuting Attorney, and rabid antv- 
“Mormon,” testified as follows, before the House Committee on Terri- 
tories, January 21, 1870— 


I have been for five years past a resident of Utah. I must dothe Mormons 
i . the justice to say that the question of religion does not enter into their courts, in 
ordinary cases; I have never detected any bias on the part of jurors there in 
_ this respect, as I at first expected; I have appeared in cases where Mormons and 
_: Gentiles were opposing parties in the case, and saw, much to my —— the 
| jury do what is right. 


It is a notorious fact that many of the blatant anti-‘“Mormons” 
pay no taxes, and openly counsel others to disregard local enactments. 
Not a few of these have been officials,who at the polls go hand in hand with 
| gamblers, whisky dealers, dissenters, harlots, paramours and the riff-raff 
: generally, in opposition to the “Mormons,” and to deceive the unthinking » 
they copy our ballots as nearly as possible by using the same color and 
size of paper and type. | 
Utah lies between 37 and 42 North latitude, and 109 and 114 | 
West longitude. Its area is about 84,000 square miles. It is formed d 
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of successive mountains and valleys. But a small per cent. of the arable 
land can be cultivated because of the water limit. The soil produces 
every cereal, vegetable, tree, fruit, grass, berry, nut, fibre, flower, shrub, 
plant, and other product, raised within the same degrees of latitude east 
and west, and of the most prolific and luxurious production, growth and 
flavor. We have the best kinds of horned stock, horses, sheep, swine, 
poultry, bees, and a well stocked fish farm from which the different 
streams are being replenished. 

It is estimated that the people of Utah have secured from the 
United States government and the railroad companies, titles to nearly one 
million acres of land. We irrigate our soil, through thousands of miles 
of canals and ditches, leading the mountain streams over the earth’s surface. 
Our average anffual rain fall, for the last three years, was 22.14 inches. The 
average mean temperature, for same period, was 52.2 degrees Fahrenheit. 
“| Much ofthe land yields thirty-five bushels of wheat totheacre. With Utah 
| products, to the tune of millions, the settlement of California, Nevada, 

Idaho and Montana has been greatly facilitated and even made possible, 
Other millions have been given outright to the Indians to conciliate and 
civilize them. 
Great Salt Lake is the converging point of the Great American Basin. 
Its present maximum width and length are fifty-five by eighty miles, and its 
greatest depth, yet found, is forty-four feet. Its average salinity is nineteen 
per cent., and its altitude is 4,218 feet abovethesea. Nothing larger than the 
artemia fertilis, which resembles the brine shrimp, is found in its waters, 
which also contain 2 large amount of microscopic life. The bouyancy of 
the water is very great, at least one-sixth of the human body will float 
above the surface. The lake has no discovered outlet, and it is fed prin- 
cipally by Bear, Weber, Ogden, Provo and Jordan rivers. Sevier and 
Beaver rivers “sink” into the earth, Utan and Bear lakes, and all the | 
streams are fresh and crystal waters and abound in fish. A great many 
warm and hot sulphur, soda and fresh water springs dot the face of the 
land, and lakelets are found far up near the mountain summits. | 
Utah is unsurpassed for grand and gorgeous mountain and canyon 
scenery, and for health promoting climate and salt water and mineral 
bathing. She has mountains of iron, coal, copper, lead, plaster of Paris, 
limestone, salt, sulphur and sulphates. They are also rich in the precious 
metals. Last year our Territory ranked third in the list of gold and 
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silver producing States and Territories, California and Nevada being 
_ . Our exports—mostly in bullion—exceeded the handsome sum of 
$8,000,000 ; .the importations of machinery, implements of husbandry, 
general merchandise, etc., were approximately great. 

Our highest mountain, Gilbert’s Peak, is 13,687 feet above the sea. 
The Twin Peaks, some fifteen miles south-east of Salt Lake City, have 
not been free from snow since the “Mormons” camehere. Their altitude 
11,000, feet. 
. + dn 1852.Governor Brigham Young and the Legislative Assembly 
_Memorialized the Congress of the United States to construct a railroad 
and. telegraph line from the Atlantic to the Pacific via Salt Lake. 

The “Mormons” graded and tied some four hundred miles of the 
‘Union and Central Pacific Railroads over the Rocky Mountains and west 
of them, a very difficult part of the route. They also built about six 
hundred miles of the first trans-continental telegraph lines. In addi- 
tion to these we have constructed over two hundred miles of local rail- 
roads and thirteen hundred miles of local telegraph lines without 
subsidies of any kind. We have established woolen and cotton fac- 
tories, machine and railroad shops, steam and water mills, foundries, 
and manufactures of the staples of life. We have normal schools, 
academies and a popular university. Also numerous day and Sabbath 
schools, private and public libraries, several daily, semi and weekly news- 
‘papers, and a Woman’s Exponent, and Juvenile Instructor, are published. 
Co-operative stores and home industrial institutions, ladies’ relief 
and retrenchment societies, young men’s and young women’s mutual im- 
provement associations, literary, Sabbath school and choral unions, glee 
clubs and musical associations, fine art, agricultural, manufacturing, 
pomological, horticultural, bee, fish, fine stock and poultry societies and 
. gardeners’ clubs, are established in every part of the Territory. Labor 
saving machinery for the farm and house; and pianos, organs and sewing 
‘machines form a pleasing feature of our prosperity. Mechanical pur- 
suits and the professions and the arts are fostered; painting, photography 
and music receive much attention. We encourage innocent rational 
__ ®ecreations and pastimes, theatres, dances, ball-playing, target-shooting, 

skating, and Salt Lake bathing are indulged in, and parks and 


pleasure grounds are becoming quite numerous. 
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“The people of Utah are a plain, humble, and by no means ‘showy 
people, but they are a thinking and reading people, a péople of independ: 
ent thought, and are intelligent, etiergetic, industrious, ecotomical, virtu- 
ous arid honest’ in private life and’ in the public administration of affait” 
Thé ‘‘Mormot” legislatérs, who appropriated $25,000 for school purposes, 
$11,000 to the 8. District Courts, and'$3,000 to the’U: Judges? 
of a total Tetritorial tax of $45,000, collected in’ the yea¥ 1875; would not’ 
appropriate one dollar to thethselves, preferring) as they did, to work’ for 
their constitueiicy without remuneration for their forty days’ labor and 
mileage: And so unexceptionably just and republidin in spitit are the” 

laws passed by the “Mormon” legislative assemblies, from the organization 
of Utah in 1850 till now, that the United States Congress has ratified 
nearly every one of them. 

The “Mormons” have built some two hundred towns and cities. 
Salt Lake City is the metropolis. The city is lighted’ with gas, and has 
street railroads, and water-works. Its latitude is 41° 10° and its longitude 
is 112° 0’. Its altitude at the basé and meridian initial, south-east cor- 
ner,of the Temple Block, is 4,261 feet. It has a colossean oval-form col- 
umnless tabernacle, built at a cost of some $300,000, and which séatas 
about 15,000 péople. Its great organ, whose front towers are fifty-eight 
feet high, was built by “Mormon” mechanics, and of the most part out 
of local materials. 

A Temple has just ‘beén finished at St. George, at a cost of 
$500,000. Others are in progress in Sanpete and Caché counties, and 
in this city. The one here is being built of solid granite, and has reached 
a height of thirty feet from the ground; the outline dimensions of this 
magnificent pilé are two hundred feet long, one hundréd feet widé, one 
hundred feet from the grounnd to the square, and two hundred feet to 

the top of the main towers. The foundation" is sixteen feet thick, and 
sixteen feet under ground. At thirty feet the wall is niné and three- © 
fourths feet thick; at the squaré it will be five feet thick. It will have 
six towers, and when finished it will be one of the most imposing struc- 
tures in America. 

Salt Lake City, the stronghold and centre of Anti-“Mormonism,” 
has about 25,000 inhabitants. It is estimated that 4,000 of these are non- 
“Mormons.” According to the police records this smal] per cent. of Anti- 


“Mormons” produce 75 per cent. of all the criminals within the city limits. 
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Out of the twenty counties of the Territory, most of which are 
populous, thirteen are, without a dram-shop, brewery, gambling or 
brothel house, bowling il lr lawyer, doctor, parson, beggar poli- 
tician, or place hunter and almostentirely free from social troubles of every 
kind; yet these counties are exclusively ““Mormon;” and with the exception 
of a now and then domestic doctor or lawyer the entire Territory was free 
from these adjuncts of civilization (?), till after the advent of the profess- 
ing Christian element, boastingly here to “regenerate the Mor- 
mons,” and to-day every single disreputable concern in Uiah 1s run and 
fostered by the very same Christian (?) element. Oaths, imprecations, 
blasphemies, invectives, expletives, blackguardism, the ordinary dialect of 
the Anti-“Mormon,” were not heard in Utah till after his ‘advent; nor, 
till then, did we have litigation, drunkenness, harlotry, political and 
judicial deviltries, gambling and kindred enormities. 

Salt Lake City has but one policeman to 4,000 inhabitants, San 
Francisco one to 1,200, Chicago one to 1,024, St. Louis one to 1,000, New 
York one to 434, Boston one to 586, Cincinnati one to 1,200, New Orleans 
one to 446, Philadelphia one to 700, and yet all admit that Salt Lake 
City is the best ordered and governed city in the United States, and that 
her criminal list is microscopic in comparison with all others. Before 
the introduction of Anti-“Mormonism” we had but one policeman to 7,000 — 
souls. | 

The following comparative death rate, for 1876, may interest some 
readers: Salt Lake City (including suburban dead) 14.5, Philadelphia 
22.11, New York 30.1, London 22.7, Paris 24.4, Berlin 24.6, Rome 32.4, 


Vienna 34.4, and Madras 37.6. 


Every city and town in Utah has a public place to which lost 
property, when found, is taken and advertised, where the owner, can get 
it without cost. 7 

Our difficulties are adjusted, without expense to the litigants, by 
referring them to disinterested parties for adjudication. 

“Mormon” ministers and missionaries travel and preach the Gospel 
of Christ “without purse or scrip,” never receiving a salary or pecuniary 
compensation for their time and services. The writer travelled around 
the earth in this capacity, in this way making a stay of five years in Asia 
and Europe. He never was without food, raiment and travelling facili- 


ties, all of which were seasonably forthcoming without anxiety on his part, 
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In 1870, according to the United States census reports (taken in 
Utah by non-“Mormons”), Utah’s enviable record stood as follows:

And, to-day, there are no unfed, unclothed, unhoused nor un- 
schooled children among the Latter-day Saints. 

Our legislative assemblies, city councils, political, social and busi- 
ness meetings, jubilees, celebrations, schools, dances, etc., are opened and 
closed with prayer, invoking the divine blessing and expressing gratitude. 
We use water at the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and bless, name and 
dedicate our children to the service of God when eight days old, and when 
eight years old we baptize them into the church. Our temples, taber- 
nacles, school houses, dwellings, farms, flocks, herds, factories, stores, 
banks, city and town sites, canals, railroads, telegraph lines, shops, cemeter- 
ies, etc., are always dedicated and consecrated to the Lord, and His bless- 
ings invoked thereon. The “Mormons” pray morning, noon and night, 
and ask God to bless their food at meals, no matter how frugal. Extor- 
_ tion and excessive usury are forbidden. A “Mormon” merchant would at 
once jeopardize his fellowship if he made a “corner” on any article found 
only in his store, no matter how great the demand. Demagogues, 
jockeys, land sharks, blacklegs, bummers, tramps, loafers, sharps, liars, 
thieves, pimps, harlots, lawyers, politicians, blasphemers, drunkards, 
beggars and the like are not found in exclusively “Mormon” communi- 
ties. We never go to law except when we are forced to. Brother, sister, 


* Utah’s illiteracy being a shade higher than Pennsylvania, New York, and 
California, is nothing when our tragic history is considered. During the years 
we were mobbed from State to State, thence to the Rocky Mountains, we could 


) not maintain schools. 
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God bless you, peace go with you, are the common forms of greeting with 
us, and “Holiness to the Lord,” a Biblical dedication prophetically as- 
cribed to the “dispensation of the fulness of times,” is a superscription to 
be seen over our home industries and institutions in public and private 
places. 

We are taught to treat the Indians with kindness and ‘considera- 
tioh, and never to take advantage of their, ignorance in purchasing their 
land claims, robes, buckskins or furs. We have lived in their midst for 
thirty years, with comparatively little bloodshed or trouble. Our course 
has always been to feed, clothe and teach them the arts of civilization, 
and to school their children. ~ No half-breed ““Mormon”-Indian chil- 
dren are found in all our besiiete. 

In Utah are Catholics, Hebrews, Presbyterians, iccieaetent 
ists, Methodists, Baptists, Unitarians, Episcopalians, Spiritualists and In- 
dependents. - All are protected by “Mormon” laws and officers in the 
unrestrained exercise of their faith and worship. All men and creeds are 
protected in their rights and liberties, and their church property is not 
tazed. Our late President, Brigham Young, gave $1,000 towards the 
erection of non-“ Mormon” church edifices in Salt Lake City, and before 
his death he offered the Jews a piece of ground for a synagogue. Utah 
sent the sufferers by the great Chicago fire over $21,000, one thousand of 
which was subscribed by President Young alone. Other “Mormons” 


| have contributed liberally to the support of non-“ Mormon” churches, 


schools and institutions. 
In the constitution of the State of Deseret, in which name Utah 


hopes soon to be admitted into the union of States, the “Mormons” fur- 
ther exhibit their liberality by inserting a clause in favor of minority 
representation in our political assemblages, notwithstanding the number 
of anti-“ Mormons” is not over seven per cent. of the entire population. 
These are but a very few of the'evidences of “Mormon” generosity to 
non-“ Mormons ” and their institutions. 

As a people we use no intoxicants, tobacco, coffee and tea, and we 
keep holy the Sabbath day. Our taxes are light and our Territory, coun- 
ties, cities and towns are free from debt. Ninety-five per cent. of our 
people live in their own houses and on their own, lands bought from the 
United States government, yet the “Mormons,” when they reached here, 


were generally very poor, from the following countries—every State in | 
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the Union, Canada, New Brunswick, Nova.Scotia, Mexico, South America, 
Cnba, Bermuda, England, Ireland, Scotland, Wales, Isle of Man, Channel 
Islands, France, Switzerland, Italy, Sicily, Greece, Malta, Gibraltar, 
Spain, Portugal, Holland, Schleswick-Holstein, Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Iceland, Prussia, Saxony, Hanover, Wurtemburg, Baden, Pomerania, 
Bavaria, Austria, Russia, Poland, Hindostan, Burmah, China, Cape Colony, 
Natal, Australia, Tasmania, New Zealand, and Sandwich, Society and 
Navigators Islands. We have also a good many American Indians and 
some negroes in the church. | 

Peace, quiet and order reign supreme throughout Utah, and union, 
love, equity, temperance, industry, frugality and thrift prevail. Our re 
ligion inculcates forbearance towards all peoples, creeds and faiths. It is 
the genuine friend of the defenceless, the poor and unlearned, whom it 
fortifies against the rapacity and mercenary tendencies of the unscrupul- 
ous, rich and crafty.
